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The site of medieval Euchaita, on the northern edge of the central Anatolian 
plateau, was the centre of the cult of St Theodore Tiro (‘the Recruit’). 
Unlike most excavated or surveyed urban centres of the Byzantine period, 
Euchaita was never a major metropolis, cultural centre or extensive urban 
site, although it had a military function from the seventh-ninth centuries. 
Its significance lies precisely in the fact that as a small provincial town, 
something of a backwater, it was probably more typical of the ‘average’ 
provincial Anatolian urban settlement, yet almost nothing is known 
about such sites. This volume represents the results of a collaborative pro- 
ject that integrates archaeological survey work with other disciplines in 
a unified approach to the region both to enhance understanding of the 
history of Byzantine provincial society and to illustrate the application of 
innovative approaches to field survey. 


JOHN HALDON is Shelby Cullom Davis ’30 Professor of European History 
and Professor of Byzantine History and Hellenic Studies at Princeton 
University and the overall director of the Avkat Archaeological Project. 
His research focuses on the social-economic, institutional and cultural 
history of the medieval Eastern Roman Empire in the seventh-twelfth 
centuries; on state systems across the Eurasian world from late ancient 
to early modern times; on environmental stress and societal resilience in 
pre-modern societies; and on the production, distribution and consump- 
tion of resources in the late ancient and medieval world. He is the author 
of many articles, monographs and edited volumes, including, with Leslie 
Brubaker, Byzantium in the Iconoclast Era (Cambridge, 2011) and The 
Empire That Would Not Die: The Paradox of Byzantine Survival, 640-740
